Leon Briggs campaigners 
call for police camera law

A CAMPAIGN group set up in 
honour of Luton man Leon Briggs 
is calling for it to be compulsory for 
police officers to film any 
interaction with the public with 
body-worn video cameras. 

The appeal for ‘Leon’s Law’ was 
revealed during a community meet¬ 
ing at Luton town hall this week, and 
will be discussed further at the full 
council meeting in January. 

Father-of-two Leon died in police 
custody in Luton on Monday, 
November 4, after he was restrained 
and detained under Section 136 of 


the Mental Health Act. An investiga¬ 
tion by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission was 
launched after the death and five 
police officers and two members of 
staff have been suspended as 
enquiries continue. 

Friends and family have since 
started ‘The Justice for Leon 
Committee’, which aims to not only 
ascertain the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding Leon’s death, but also to 
try and prevent further deaths in 
custody and gain transparency and 
accountability for those who may be 
involved in such incidents. 

Deputy Chair and Legal advisor of 
the group, Liberty Louise, said: “We 
want it to be compulsory for police 


officers to wear Body Worn Video 
(BWV) with audio when any interac¬ 
tion with the public is required - 
from arrest to arriving at the police 
station. 

“This will provide key evidential 
material to clear any controversy 
and reduce complaint investiga¬ 
tions by providing impartial and 
accurate evidence. 

“Leon’s Law will also benefit police 
officers and protect the reputation 
of the police more generally. 

“We are pleased with how initial 
talks have gone and how receptive 
people have been, but we know this 
will be an ongoing battle.” 

Bedfordshire Police are currently 
trialling the discretionary use of 


body cameras during interactions 
with the public on the front line, but 
the campaign group would like to 
see the cameras used to film all 
interactions with the public. 

Assistant Chief Constable Nigel 
Trippett said: “We are currently half 
way through trialling two different 
cameras and associated hardware 
and IT. 

“I am confident that at the end of 
this process we will be in a position 
to roll out the use of cameras to more 
officers knowing we are using the 
best possible device available.” 

It has been agreed that ‘Leon’s 
Law’ will now be discussed by 
Luton councillors in the New Year. 

A spokesman for Luton council 


said: “A Community Cohesion 
Contingency Planning Group 
meeting took place this week. 

“This was an internal meeting 
involving representatives from the 
police, council and the local com¬ 
munity. As part of this meeting 
there was a discussion about the 
Justice for Leon campaign. 

“It was agreed that some of the 
issues raised would be discussed at 
the next Full Council meeting on 
Tuesday, January 21.” 

A further public meeting is due to 
be held at the Carnival Arts Centre 
in Luton tomorrow (Monday, 
December 23), at 6.30pm to update 
the community on the progress of 
the campaign.

Flu 


On average, adults can expect two colds a year 
and children as many as 10, until they develop 
immunity. Sometimes bad colds can be mistaken 
for flu, but how do you tell the difference? 

Flu's biggest symptom is a sudden high 
temperature of over 38 degrees Celsius and a 
sudden cough. Other symptoms include headache, 
chills, aching muscles, limb or joint pain, sore 
throat, runny nose, sneezing, loss of appetite 
and diarrhoea or stomach upset. 

A cold on the other hand may present some of the 
same symptoms but these will appear at different 
stages. Usually, with a cold adults will not run a 
high temperature, but children might. 

The best thing you can do is rest, drink plenty of 
fluids and help ease sore throats with lozenges, 
mixtures or sprays. Make sure you check with your 
pharmacist whether any cold or flu remedies can 
be used with medication you're already taking.

‘Green light’ for 
to expand Luton

RECOMMENDATIONS to 
expand Luton Airport so that it 
can cater for up to 18 million 
passengers a year - an increase 
of six million - have been 
supported by Luton council. 

Lengthy discussions will now 
take place between the authority 
and the airport to agree details of 
the changes, while The 
Department for Communities 
and Local Government will now 
consider whether the application 
should be ‘called in’ and deter¬ 
mined by the Secretary of State. 

Once agreed, it is expected that 
construction works will take 
place over three phases to 
expand, modernise and remodel 
the terminal building to accom¬ 
modate up to 20 security passen¬ 
ger screening lanes, increased 


retail, catering and seating areas 
as well as a newly configured 
road system in front of the 
Central Terminal Area. 

In addition a new parallel taxi¬ 
way and a new multi-storey car 
park will be built. 

The decision came after an 
intense 10-hour meeting, during 
which more than 30 individual 
representations against the 
proposals were heard. 

Residents from Luton and 
surrounding towns and villages 
expressed serious fears about 
increased levels of noise and 
disturbance due to a rise in the 
number of night flights as a result 
of the changes. 

However Friday’s meeting con¬ 
cluded with councillors on the 
Development Control Committee 
supporting the recommenda¬ 
tions for airport expansion, with 
many branding it ‘the most diffi-

cult decision they have had to 
make’. 

Commenting on the announce¬ 
ment, Glyn Jones, Managing 
Director of the Airport, said: “We 
have committed to developing 
an airport which everyone in the 
local area will be proud of, and 
passengers from ah over the 
world will enjoy visiting. 

“In the year of our 75th anni¬ 
versary this is an exciting mile¬ 
stone for ah of us at the airport, 
the local area, and the millions of 
passengers who use us for busi¬ 
ness travel, to visit friends and 
family or to get away on holiday.” 

Gavin Shuker, MP for Luton 
South, also welcomed the news, 
hailing it “a great day for the 
town, and a much needed boost 
for our local economy”.

Vaz to monitor first Romania flight 


THE Chairman of the Home Affairs 
Committee, Keith Vaz, has announced 
he will be visiting Luton airport on New 
Year’s Day, to see how many people 
arrive on the first flight from Romania 
after EU work restrictions are lifted. 

His comments came during a three- 
hour debate during which a number of 
Conservative MPs fought to prevent the 
changes for Romanians and Bulgarians 
going ahead on January 1, after accus¬ 
ing ministers of being unable to provide 


a realistic estimate as to how many 
people will enter the country. 

Around 75 Tory MPs have warned 
ministers that they will be calling on 
David Cameron to make ending the free 
movement of EU workers his top 
priority after the next general election. 

During the debate, Mr Vaz revealed 
that he would be at Luton Airport at 
7.40am on New Year’s Day, along with a 
Conservative member of his committee, 
Mark Reckless, to see the first flight 


from Romania land. 

“We will be there for the first flight to 
see what arrangements have been put 
in place and how many people turn up,” 
said the MP for Leicester East. 

New rules on how long EU jobseekers 
will have to wait to claim benefits are 
to be brought in following concerns. 

It is hoped the change to a three- 
month wait before EU citizens can 
apply for UK out-of-work benefits will 
come into force for January 1.

A SHOCKED man found a 
grub in his packet of super¬ 
market peppers - after he 
had started tucking in to 
them. 

Alius Rybakovas, 27, of 
French Avenue in Dunstable, 
made the gruesome find in 
the packet of Sweet Peppers 
stuffed with Cheese bought 
at Aldi on Wednesday, 
December 11. 

The as yet unidentified 
insect was nestled inside the 
fully sealed container, which 
had been bought at the 
Dunstable store on Friday, 
November 27. 

The expiry date on the prod¬ 
uct is clearly labelled Friday, 
December 30. 

Mr Rybakovas emailed the 
Aldi Customer Services team 
the following day and was 
offered a refund, but claimed 
that the supermarket refused 
to investigate the incident at 
the time. 

He said: “Fve been left very 
shocked and unhappy with 
the whole incident. 

“This is a product Fve 



enjoyed many times in the 
past, but discovering the 
grub made me feel ill. 

“I contacted Aldi and have 
received a response, but feel 
that the matter wasn’t taken 
seriously enough. 

“There needs to be an 
enquiry with the view to 
changing their supplier for 
this product. 

“I was a regular shopper at 
Aldi, but this incident has 
really put me off.” 

However Aldi has since 
assured Mr Rybakovas that a 
full investigation will be 


undertaken once the product 
has been returned. 

A spokesperson from Aldi 
said: “We have strict quality 
control measures in place 
and take any complaints 
about the quality of our 
products very seriously. 

“We offered Mr Rybakovas 
a full refund as a gesture of 
goodwill as soon as he 
informed us of the issue. 

“We have asked him to 
return the product so that we 
can carry out a full 
investigation into what may 
have happened.”

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TV decoder scam 
cost thousands

SKY TV lost tens of thousands 
of pounds after illegally 
modified decoder boxes were 
sold over the internet by a 
man from Luton. 

Micheal Gearty advertised 
the TV decoders on Amazon 
Marketplace, selling them for 
£100 a time, Luton crown 
court heard this week. 

Kevin Barry, prosecuting, 
said: “There were a total of 
227 users. Over a 12 month 
period the loss of revenue to 


BSKYB would be £169,569.” 

He said computer expert 
Steven Ellis had set up the 
operation in Luton on behalf 
of the 57-year-old. 

Gearty bought at least two 
Sky subscriptions, which 
were paid for from his 
business account. Ellis then 
sent out decoded broadcasts 
from a server in Runley Road, 
Luton - a property in which 
Gearty had a stake. 

Investigators from Sky 
alerted Bedfordshire police 
to the scam who raided prop¬ 
erties in Luton and Dunstable 


on February 13, 2012. 

When the server was exam¬ 
ined it was found to be able to 
send decoded channels to 
2,000 boxes. 

Gearty, of Wodecroft Road, 
Luton, who pleaded guilty to 
supplying articles for use in 
fraud and converting 
£10,225.85 of criminal prop¬ 
erty was jailed for 16 months, 
while Ellis, of Bowles Way, 
Dunstable, who pleaded 
guilty to making unauthor¬ 
ised decoders was handed a 
community order and a three 
month curfew.

Help and support that 
was promised to them 
by 2009’s Autism 
Act - England’s first 
disability specific piece 
of legislation. 

In the four years since 
the Act, there has been 
some progress in 
providing people with 
autism with the support 
that they need but it’s 
been patchy and many 
of the some 460,000 
adults with autism 
across England are still 
waiting. 


Susan Boyle’s story 
has caught the public’s 
attention and has 
prompted people to talk 
about autism and the 
effect that it has on 
people’s lives. 

That’s great. But what 
we need now is for 
Government to take 
notice of the fact that 
too many people are 
still waiting for the 
everyday support they 
need. 

That’s why I hope that 
people will join me in 
supporting the National 
Autistic Society’s Push 
for Action campaign.

Together we can 
work to put the needs 
of adults with autism 
front and centre. 

No one with autism 
should wait for a 
diagnosis or for the 
support they need.

M Ps still just don’t 
get it. Most of the 
backbenchers in 
the House of 
Commons are upset with 
their leaders for urging 
caution on a proposed 11 per 
cent pay rise for themselves. 

Mid Beds MP, Nadine 
Dorries, is leading the charge 
saying they deserve the 
money and if they don’t get it 
only the ‘fantastical and the 
wealthy’ will become MPs. I 
wonder which category she 
fits in. But Nadine and the 
rest all miss the point. Or 
actually several points. 

First, MPs may deserve a 
pay rise of 11 per cent (I per¬ 
sonally, in tune with the rest 
of the nation, doubt it but let’s 
assume they do). I am sure 
other people in the public 
sector, such as nurses, teach¬ 
ers and binmen also deserve 
such a rise but they are being 
held back because we are 
living in hard times. 

And these hard times mean 
that most in the private sector 
have hardly had any wage 
rises at all in the last three 
years. So austerity for us, but 
as much as they want for the 
members of parliament 
responsible both for the 
original mess and for 
imposing the austerity meas¬ 
ures on the rest of us. Second, 
for most working people, 
unless they get a shift down 
the pub or take in washing, 
their wage is their only wage. 

MPs on the other hand can 
use their prominence to earn

all kinds of extra money. 

Directorships on boards, 
columns and articles for the 
press, even being a celebrity 
Down Under all pay lots of 
extra cash. Thirdly, they get 
very decent expenses plus a 
lump sum, almost as much as 
their salary, to run their 
office, which they often ‘keep 
in the family’. 

And finally just because the 
other public sector workers 
Ms Dorries quotes, such as a 
town planning expert, earn 
very large salaries does not 
mean they deserve it. 

One of the few points I find 
myself in agreement with the 
government is that the public 
sector is often too bloated for 
the private sector to afford. 
(Where we disagree is that I 
would cut from the top and 
they are cutting from the 
bottom). 

If we could all vote 
ourselves an 11 per cent rise, I 
guess we might. But the very 
people telling us that would 
bring ruin to the country are 
happy to do it for themselves. 

The rather unpleasant side 
of them showing a bit of fire 
only when it is themselves 
they are worried about illus¬ 
trates graphically the discon¬ 
nect between parliament and 


the people. They don’t 
represent us, they represent 
themselves. And if we had the 
vote, they would get a pay cut. 


W ell it is almost 
here.

It may be me and there may 
still be time to prove me 
wrong, but, although 
shopkeepers have said they 
are having a better time, 
there were not the crowds 
this year.

Much else is the same. I 
visited my mum at the 
weekend, who has had the 
brussel sprouts on a low 
simmer for a few days now. 

The weather is unseasona¬ 
bly warm, as it is every 
December, which by my reck¬ 
oning makes it seasonably 
warm, and snow will not be 
falling until the new year. 

So, a merry Christmas to 
you all and I hope Santa 
brings you at least some of 
what you want.

Man died following 
late night collision

A PEDESTRIAN was killed 
after being struck by a 
vehicle in the early hours of 
the morning, an inquest has 
heard. 

Jan Grzegorczyk, 50 from 
Luton was walking along the 
A6 near Streatley at around 
3.45am on Monday, April 30, 
when the collision took place. 

The driver of the car didn’t 
stop but part of the registra¬ 
tion plate was found at the 
scene and was traced. 


Speaking at the inquest on 
Monday morning, road traffic 
investigator, PC Bob Wagstaff 
said that Mr Grzegorczyk was 
wearing dark clothing and 
would have been difficult to 
spot due to low levels of light 
along the stretch of road. 

Further enquiries conclud¬ 
ed that the motorist had been 
driving at around 45mph, 
which is within the speed 
limit for the road. 

Medical examinations 
revealed that Mr Grzegorczyk 
had been drinking in the 
hours prior to his death but it 


could not be ascertained 
whether this was a contribu¬ 
tory factor to the incident. 

Coroner Tom Osborne said 
that he could not be certain 
why Mr Grzegorczyk was 
walking away from Luton in 
the early hours of the 
morning or where he was 
heading. 

A verdict of death as a result 
of a road traffic collision was 
recorded. 

He added: “I would like to 
pass my own sympathies and 
condolences to the family of 
Mr Grzegorczyk.”

Mince Pie Magic 


UNBELIEVABLY EASY MINCE PIE RECIPE 


You can throw the dough around and 
the mince pies still come out crisp and 
biscuity in this kid-friendly Christmas 
recipe. 

INGREDIENTS 

• 225g cold butter, diced 

• 350g plain flour 

• 10Og golden caster sugar 

• 280g mincemeat 

• 1 small egg , beaten 

• icing sugar, to dust 

Prep 30 - 40 mins 

Cook 20 mins 

Can be frozen uncooked 

1. To make the pastry, rub the butter into the 
flour, then mix in the sugar and a pinch of salt. 
Combine the pastry into a ball - don't add liquid - 
and knead it briefly. The dough will be fairly firm, 
like shortbread dough. You can use the dough 
immediately, or chill for later. 

2. Preheat the oven to 200C/gas 6/fan 180C. Line 
18 holes of two 12-hole patty tins, by pressing 
small walnut-sized balls of pastry into each hole. 
Spoon the mincemeat into the pies. 

3. Take slightly smaller balls of pastry than 
before and pat them out between your hands to 
make round lids, big enough to cover the pies. 

Top the pies with their lids, pressing the edges 
gently together to seal - you don't need to seal 


them with milk or egg as they will stick on their 
own. (The pies may now be frozen for up to 1 
month). 

4. Brush the tops of the pies with the beaten 
egg. Bake for 20 minutes until golden. Leave to 
cool in the tin for 5 minutes, then remove to a 
wire rack. To serve, 
lightly dust with 
icing sugar. 

They will keep 
for 3 to 4 days 
in an airtight 
container.

SPICED PARSNIP BUBBLE AND SQUEAK 


Try this new twist on a traditional 
Boxing Day classic and prolong the 
festive celebrations that little bit 
longer! 

INGREDIENTS 

800g parsnips, chopped into chunks 
1 tsp turmeric 

1/2 Savoy cabbage or 300g Brussels sprouts, 

finely shredded 

large handful frozen peas 

juice 1/2 lemon 

50g butter 

1 tsp cumin 

1 tbsp garam masala 

1 bunch coriander, chopped 

1 red chilli, deseeded and finely chopped 

2 coriander sprigs, to serve 

1 .Tip the parsnips into a pan of cold water with 
the turmeric and a little salt. Boil for about 12 
mins until they are on the brink of collapsing. 
While the parsnips are cooking, blanch the 
cabbage or sprouts in another pan of boiling 
water for 3 mins until tender, adding the peas for 
the final minute, then drain. 

2.Drain the parsnips well, then tip back into 
the pan and roughly mash with the lemon juice 
and half the butter. Then beat in all the other 
ingredients except the remaining butter, and 
season with salt. Heat the remaining butter in a 
non-stick frying pan about 28cm in diameter, and 


press the parsnip mixture into the pan. Cook until 
crisp underneath, then turn over with a fish slice. 
(Don't worry if it breaks at this point, it will hold 
eventually.) Keep cooking until crisp on the other 
side, then slide onto a plate and flip back into the 
pan again. Keep on doing this until you have a 
crisp, flattened cake. Serve on a plate or board, 
cut into wedges.

THE HOBBIT - THE DESOLATION OF SMAUG 

Out now 

WELL that’s better! It may not be to the stand¬ 
ard of any of The Lord of the Rings 
trilogy but this sequel to last year’s 
competent but tediously slow The Hobbit puts 
the series back on a more even track. 

That’s mainly due to Evangeline Lilly’s kick- 
ass female elf Tauriel, new human hero in the 


form of Brit Luke Evans’ Bard and a massive 
fire-breathing dragon voiced by Benedict “he’s 
in everything” Cumberbatch. 

Throw in the welcomed return of Orlando 
Bloom’s Legolas and this second episode in 
Peter Jackson’s new trilogy is more palatable. 

It’s not without its wobbles, particularly some 
of the narrative and a dragged-out final third, 
but the continuing story of Martin Lreeman’s 
hobbit Bilbo, Ian McKellen’s wizardly Gandalf, 
Richard Armitage’s dwarf leader Thorin and 
their band of dwarves trying to reclaim their lost 
kingdom, thankfully contains some old Tolkien 


magic. This is helped by a barrel escape scene 
which is the meat in the sandwich to Bilbo’s 
ultimate aim of burgling a lost dwarf treasure 
from dragon Smaug. 

It does feel more confidently pieced together 
but it’s still hard to connect with the dwarves 
like you did in the first ‘Rings’ film. 

That said, this is a return to form for Jackson, 
who does a pretty good job of ridding himself of 
‘ring-rust’ to set this up for an epic finale. 

The threat of a dragon has finally put the 
‘heart’ into The Hobbit.

JOHN Still and the Kenilworth Road masses 
were treated to an early Christmas present as 
the sublime Hatters dismantled Gateshead to 
maintain their push towards the Skrill 
Premier summit. 

Prior to kick off, Managing Director Gary 
Sweet revealed a one-year extension to Still’s 
contract - until 2015 - in the programme and 
good vibes continued as Town toasted the 
news with an almost immaculate 4-2 win.

Despite moving to within a 
point of Cambridge United at 
the top after their shock defeat 
at Hereford United, Still is not 
over-playing the significance 
of the league table at the 
moment. 

“I will be interested in that 
with six games to play but not 
now,” said Still. 

“I have learnt over the years 
that it is dangerous to take 
your eye off the ball and focus 
on what others are doing so I 
will just worry about my foot¬ 
ball club. 

“All we know is that we have 
to go out there and give the 
best we can and if we are the 
best team come the end of the 
season we will be at the top.”
